Immature Fruit 


The Mutual Orange Distributors, 


thru its main office at Redlands, an- 
nounced this week that beginning 
September 1st all citrus fruits sold 
or offered for sale in the state of 
Texas will have to comply with the 
standardization act recently adopted 
by the legislature of the state, and, j 
in addition, that a. tax of two and 
one-half cents per box will be levied 
against each box of California citrus 
fruits marketed in Texas from Sep- 
tember first to December fifteenth. 


"Texas enacted a similar law at a 


previous session of its legislature," 
advises Bruce McDaniel, general 
counsel of the Mutual Orange Dis- 
tributors, '' but thru the activities 
of parties interested that law was 
suspended pending the adoption of: 
the present act. The law which be- 
comes effective on September first 
makes it unlawful for any person to 
sell or offer for sale any citrus 
fruit that is immature, unripe, over- 
ripe, frozen, or frost damaged, or 
otherwise unfit for consumption; or

Fifty local ranchers witnessed the 


demonstration made in connection 
with the control of oak root fungus, 
conducted by Farm Adviser M. B. 
Rounds Tuesday, and were given op- 
portunity to see the manner in which 


liver for transportation or market, 
any 'citrus fruit between the first 
day of September and the next suc- 
ceeding December fifteenth, of any 
year, unless such fruit is accompan- 
ied by the regulation stamp as evi- 
dence of certificate of inspection and 
maturity, for which stamp is levied 
the sum of two and one-half cents a 
bos. 


"From the sixteenth day of De- 


cember to the last day of August of 
each year no fruit can be sold or 
offered for sale which is immature, 
overripe or otherwise unfit for con- 
sumption, but inspection is not re- 
quired between those dates.

October fifteenth shall be deemed 
mature on a 6% to 1 basis if the 
soluble solids of the juice are cot 
less than 9 per cent; C to 1 if the 
total soluble solids is not less than 
10 per cent, and down to 5 to 1 in 
those cases where the total soluble 
solids is not less than 12 per cent.

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Progress Thru the Years— 


Covina's city government, thru the years that have elapsed 


since this area was incorporated, has been one where small 
resources must of necessity be carefully expended, and where 
luxuries were out of the question. The city area is small, and 
we have never rated any millionaires, or even those who 
might be called rich. We have only possessed a population 
of middle-class folks who earned enough to keep them rea- 
sonably comfortable, but not enough to indulge in extrava- 
gances. 


That's the reason why public improvettif <*3 have come 


slowly, but many improvements have at last come, and are 
in operation, with more to come as the revenue increases. 
And. aside from the absolute utility improvements, such as a 
water system, fire prevention and roads, there is" nothing else 
that has added to the value of the community as has the 
ten-acre city park. 


This year, this beautiful spot, splendidly equipped with 


swimming plunge and playground apparatus, has been the 
mecca of thousands already, tho we are but in the middle 
of the summer season. Not only is this park a boon to the 
citizens of the city itself, but it has come to be the pleasant 
place of gathering for citizens of the entire valley for miles 
around. 


The park can be, and will be improved. Every year new 


attractions are added. The trees, only from five to seven 
years old, are getting to be of service, and in a few years will 
provide a well-shaded area. Old-timers can remember when 
the park idea was frowned on here, but whatever the ob- 
jections raised in the early days expressed, the real reason 
for opposition was a lack of revenue, and it is reasonable to 
say that Covina has made its public improvements as rapidly 
as was possible, and that the city will continue to improve 
according to its revenue in the years to come. 


That June Drop— 


About two years out of three growers of navel oranges 


in Tiilare county send forth a wail aEotft the way the June 
drop is stripping their trees. This is more of a habit than 
because they mean it. Ten or 15 years ago a good many of 
them did mean it, or almost meant it, but they have long 
since learned that the drop is to be expected most seasons 
to a greater or lesser extent, and it is not going to strip the 
trees, and if it does almost strip the trees it is mostly the 
fault of the owner of the trees, and it won't happen every 
year anyhow. 


If the things that have been said in this paragraph are 


untangled from one another they mean something like this: 
The June drop of navel oranges can be very serious; it is 
more serious some years than others, and it hurts some groves 
a good deal more than others; also, it is a good deal the fault 
of the owner of the grove if the damage is very great. 


This particular season is—like most California seasons- 


somewhat unusual. Some orange orchards have suffered very 
severely and some are not hurt at all. Of course, there prob- 
ably never was a navel orange in Tulare county but what 
lost a tew oranges in summer, but the few dropped may have 
done the trees more good than harm. Not even an orange 
tree should have more fruit than it can do justice to. The 
important thing about the June drop is not how many fruits 
fall off, but how many stay on.—California Cultivator.
